N THE past five days two horrible automobile accidents have oc­ 
curred at the Parkstown Corners curve, the most recent the one 
of Tuesday evening which cost two lives and severe injuries to 
others. 
These are not the first accidents at this corner, nor will they 
be the last until some proper steps are taken to warn motorists that 
they are approaching a dangerous curve. 
Since the completion of the concrete road towards Edenburg 
the danger at this point is enhanced. 
A strange driver approach­ 
ing the curve sees a long white stretch of road ahead and does not 
realize that the Youngstown road turns to the right until he is near­ 
ly on it. Because it is an intersection it is not possible to bank the 
turn and accidents are the result. 
It is high time that some proper warning boards were placed 
at this point. 
They may even cost a little money, but certainly 
a few dollars expended for warning signs is better than the loss of 
life. 
There was a time when accidents were prevalent at the curve 
in New Bedford. 
After some 2 1 of them had occurred proper j 
warning signs were placed and accidents are a rarity there now. 
The type of warning sign for Parkstown Corner does not m at­ 
ter, as long as it gives the motorist proper warning that he is ap­ 
proaching a dangerous curve. 
The present signs are ineffective 
and should be replaced immediately with ones that will do the work.

In connection with the coming pub­ 
lic opening of the magnificent new 
home of the First National Bank of 
Lawrence county, the above pictures 
are shown, to tell the story of actual 
progress by the bank; the commun­ 
ity, and of the corner of Washing­ 
ton and North Mercer streets, one of 
the oldest and busiest corners of the 
city. 
The above pictures show this cor­ 
ner, the site of the First National 
Bank of Lawrence County, as it. ap­ 
peared in three successive generations, \ 
and the structures typifying the pro­ 
gress made by this community and the 
county. 
As is indicated, these pictures show 
the corner as it was on the national 
birthday anniversary, the Fourth of 
July, In three very interesting periods 
in the history of the United States. 
On July 4, 1865 is pictured the orig­ 
inal home of the First National Bank, 
showing its small beginning at a per­ 
iod of time, when the country had 
just passed through one of the great­ 
est crisis of its history, the Civil War. 
It will be noted that on the actual 
corner is what we now term a drug 
store, but which in those days was 
designated as an Apothecary Shop. 
This was owned and operated by Wil­ 
liam B. Homer, father of the late 
Howard H. Horner, whom it will be 
remembered was a veteran and hon- | 
ored employe of the First National 
Bank.

cate it was also known as a Medi­ 
cine Depot. Its stock in trade includ­ 
ed the medicines of that day and 
lard, tallow, tar, petroleum, alcohol, 
and similar articles of trade. 
The First National Bank as pic­ 
tured in 1865 was chartered under the 
National Bank Act in 1864 and had 
previously been known 
as 
Phillips 
Brothers’ Bank. 
During the civil War, Samuel Foltz 
Sr., and his father-in-law, William 
Stewart were making iron at the old 
furnace stack now standing along the 
Slippery Rock Creek, near Rose Point 
They shipped their finished product 
over the old Erie Canal from New 
Castle to Pittsburgh, where it was 
made into cannon and cannon balls. 
This product sold at a very high 
price during the war and when the 
war was over, Mr. Foltz 
and 
Mr. 
Stewart moved to New Castle and 
bought the Phillips Brothers’ Bank 
and also the property, 
which 
was 
known as the Pierce Hotel. 
The National Bank of Lawrence 
county was at this time called the 
Bank of New Castle and was located 
on the site of what is now the lo­ 
cation of the National Market. 
The second picture dated July 4, 
1890 brings to mind the late George 
and Charles Greer, who started the 
Greer tin mill in the nineties, an 
industry which was then in its In­ 
fancy in this country. 
The^ were 
successful and their effort resulted in 
the establishing of what is now one 


of the greatest industries of the city. 
Their effort marked the starting of 
the industrial expansion of the city, j 
which has continued so rapidly until 
the present day. 
The First National Bank and the 
National Bank of Lawrence county i 
as pictured in their joint location in 
1890, made possible this and other pi­ 
oneer industries of the city. 
Many 
were the conferences and development 
plans for New Castle’s industries car- , 
ried out in the “back rooms” of these 
old original banks. 
The close association of these two 
banks and their great number of 
common interests, there being 
in­ 
fluential men of the community who 
were directors in both institutions, re­ 
sulted in the merged bank now known 
as the First National Bank of Law­ 
rence County. 
The merger was completed January j 
1, 1927 and the picture dated July 4, 
1928 shows the culmination of the 
desire to house this great banking in­ 
stitution in a place in keeping with 
the progress of the community and 
the bank.

PARIS, Aug. 16.—It is extremely 
puzzling to hear one traveler, just back 
from France, say, that everything is 
dirt cheap, while another who has been 
over the same itinerary will declare 
that everything is sky-high. 
Which 
to belive? 
A key to the mystery might 
be 
found in this illustration: 
Not many days ago I found myself 
at midday with two companions in a 
little village not far from Tours. We 
knew that the place- boasted a tiny 
inn where the proprietress did her 
own cooking and was known for miles 
around as a master of the culinary 


art. 
So naturally we lunched there 
Here was the menu: 
Hors-d'oeuvre—including a famous 
pork patty and a slice of first-rate 
melon. 
Lobster “a I’americaine”, a dish un­ 
fortunately unknown in America. The 
name is a corruption of “armoricainc,’ 
and means Breton. The lobster is serv­ 
ed hot with a sauce in which choppei 
truffles and mushrooms play a prom­ 
inent part. 
Roast duck, served in its abundant 
Juice, with fresh green peas. (A whole 
duck was served for the three of us.» 
Salad, cheese, pastry and fruit. 


The price of the lunch was 30 J 
francs, or $1.15, and I feel sure that 
anybody who paid that price for it 
would go right home and say that 
French meals were practically given 
away. 
Our bill, however, was not 90 francs 
but 220, which is nearly $3 per cover. 
And most travelers would feel that 
such a price, in a country hostelry, 
was cause for a kick. 
But we paid it with a smile. 
We 
knew that the lobster demanded the 
best white wine obtainable—and we 
obtained a bottle of Meursault 1910 
for the bargain price of $1.50. 
And 
we craved a Chambertin with the 
duck—a rich ruby Burgundy of 1915 
lhat set us back $2.25. 
After lunch' 
we wanted black coffee and a tiny 
drop of old brandy. 
The lunch at $1.15 was a bargain, of 
course; but it was even cheaper, and 
a hundred times better, at $3.

(International New* Service) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16.—While 
ships off the Lower California coast 
of Mexico sped today to the assitance 
of the Panam a mail liner Ecuador on 
the rocks of Cape 
San Lazardo a 
check by company officials revealed 
that more than 200 persons are on 
board the stricken intercostal vessel. 
The Ecuador grounded on the bar­ 
ren Mexican coast at 3:28 a. m. today, 
according to wireless messages picked 
up by the Mackay Federal Telegraph 
company. Latest advices stated that 
the vessel was resting easily and in no 
immediate danger. Several ships were 
in the vicinity and one was believed 
near the Ecuador whose master wire­ 
lessed assistance 
was needed to get 
off the rocks. 
The passenger offices of the Pana­ 
ma mail line here said 69 passengers 
were aboard the vessel when she sail­ 
ed from here Saturday for New York 
via the Panam a Canal and that 36 
were picked up at Los Angeles.
